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Big Four Meeting Ends In Failure 
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QOP Anti-Inflation Bill Beaten; Aid Measure Sent Truman 


REPUBLICAN EFFORT 
TO PASS VOLUNTARY 
PLAN "AS IS" FAILS 


TWO-THIRDS MAJORITY 
NEEDED UNDER RULES 
BLOCKED BY RIVALS 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 


Voting solidly, house Democrats 
today smashed a Republican drive 
lor sudden passage of a GOP anti- 
Inflation bill. 
Majority leaders 


promptly predicted it now will ba 
"impossible" to pass any cost-of- 
Hvington legislation in the special 
session. 


Although the Republicans piled 


up 202 votes for the bill to 188 
against, a two-thirds majority was 
required for passage under GOP 
procedure which barred all amend- 
ments—requiring that the bill win 
or lose "as is." 
Not a Democrat strayed from 


the ranks, and 26 
Republicans 


joined them in opposing the pro- 
posed substitute for Presdent Tru- 
maan's 
own 
anti-Inflation pro- 


gram. 


No More Action Seen. 


After the vote, House Republi- 


can Leader 
Hulleck of Indiana 


told reporters that he regards it 
impossible to pass any living-cost 
legislation before the special ses- 
sion adjourns this week. Speaker 
Martin of Massachusetts agreed it 
ig very doubtful.

announced in the house chamber,

bers was made public by Repre- 
sentative P.>.tman (D-Texas.)

Central Portions 
Of Texas Covered 
By White Blanket

The first snow of the 
season 


threw thin white blankets 
over 


portions of Central Texas last night 
and today and extended down to 
Laredo and Brownsville, where It j 
soon melted. 


As Texas weather reversed Itself, 


the Panhandle and West Texas re- 
ported no snow and clearing skies. 
The weather Bureau predicted that 
rains In Northeast Texas would 
end by afternoon. 


Palestine school children were 
throwing snowballs today before 
classes began but by noon the fall- 
ing snowflakes had turned to mush. 
The snowfall was heaviest from 
6 to 8 a. m. and continued lighter 
during the rest of the morning. 


Hlllsboro Has Snow. 


The Hillsboro area had half an 


Inch of snow early today. In addi- 
tion to 1.40 inches of rainfall In a 
24-hour period,

Woltersdorf, San Antonio police- 
man who booked Dr. Ross at the 
city jail May 25, alleged errors on 
the part of Judge Fuchs and pros- 
ecuting attorneys and claimed mis- 
conduct on the part of the jury. 


Judge Fuch's ruling which came 
after testimony of defense coun- 
sel, leaves Ross with but one more 
hope to escape the electric chair— 
an appeal to the court of criminal 
appeals.

Watchman Shoots 
Boy At City Tree 


GRAND SALINE, Dec. 15.—(/P)— 


Watchman Richard Murdock, 45, 
was scheduled to appear before 
the grand jury In Canton today in 
the death early Sunday morning 
of a 19-year-old boy who was fa- 
tally shot as he and five compan- 
ions were circling their car around 
a community Christmas tree here, 
James David Mulllcan died yes- 


terday at 3 a. m, at a hospital here 
of a bullet wound in his right 
shoulder. 


Shortly after his death Murdock 


was charged with murder with ma- 
lice aforethought In a complaint 
filed before Justice of the Peace 
Daniel Boone Carter, by Sheriff 
Clyde Elliott. 


Murdock was held In jail under 
a $3,000 bond. District Judge A. A. 
Dawson of Rockwall called a ses- 
sion of the grand jury for today 
to consider the fatal shooting. 


Mulllcan was riding in the back 
seat of the four-door sedan. The 
bullet lodged In his shoulder. He 
was the son of Mr. and Mrs. Wil- 
liam Mulllcan of Amarillo. 


Tho shooting occurred after the 


boys reportedly had driven their 
car around the tall tree two or 
three or times In succession.

parachute failed to open fully. 
James David Mullican, 19, was 


fatally shot while riding In the 
back seat of a car which had boon 
circling a tall community Christ- 
mas tree at Grand Saline, Texas. 


Albert Hamilton, 57. was killed at 


Ranger when the car in which he 
was riding and a passenger train 
were In collision at a crosslni at 
Ranger. 


Mrs. L. V. Hall, 64, was 
killed 


when struck by a car while cross- 
Ing a steret at San Angela.

Ground Condition Good 


The rains in recent weeks have 
put a fairly good season In tho 
ground for winter plowing and 
stock water, a real problem during 
the late fall, Is being cared for 
with the recent rains. 


While a complete survey has not 


been made, It is indicated unoffici- 
ally that the cotton acreage for 
1948 
will equal or exceed that of 


1947, 
depending considerably on 


the season and weather conditions 
during late 
winter 
and 
early 
spring months. 


Rains, Snow Continue 
The government instruments at 


7 a. m. Monday registered .96 inch 
of rain and one Inch of snow. Both 
rain and snow were still falling 
hours later 


The last snow of 
any 
conse- 


quence occurred January 1, 1947, 
when a four-Inch fall was record- 
ed. 


The rain is interfering with the 


final picking and pulling of the 
cotton crop, but there is not a 
great deal remaning in the fields.

$150,000,000 At Once 


A provision authorizes the Re- 


construction Finance Corporation 
(RFC) to advance $150,000,000 for 
this purpose. Congress will have to 
pass appropriation bills for any 
further expenditures. 


The authorization bill, known as 


the "foreign aid act of 1047" does 
not specify the amounts of aid 
each of the four countries will re- 
ceive. It only sets a $597,000,000 
celling on the entire program.

Vandenbcrg (R-Mich), who shep- 
herded tho measure to passage, 
told tho senate 
that

China "richly 
deserves" 
United 


States relief funds, it would bo fu- 
tile for congress to provide them 
unt)' the administration comes up 
with a definite program.

Baldwin and tho late Cosmo Gor- 
don Lang, Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, who told Edward that he 
must renounce either the throne or 
twice-divorced 
Wallls 
Warflcld 


Simpson. Edward chose abdication. 


It was Baldwin, who on Doc. 10 


stood before the House of Com- 
mons with tears In his eyes and 
delivered the message of abdica- 
tion from 
Edward, 
a 
personal 
friend. 


"No more grave message 
has 


ever been received by parliament 
and no mor difficult, and I might 
soy more repugnant task has ever 
been imposed on a prime minister," 
he said. 


Shortly thereafter 
Baldwin be- 


came Earl Baldwin of Bewley and 
retired to his blrthplacu In Stour- 
port. 


He is survived by two sons and 


four daughters. Hla wife died two 
years ago.

CONFERENCE QUITS 
IN DEADLOCK OVER 
GERMANY, AUSTRIA 


ADJOURNMENT MOVED 
BY MARSHALL; MAJOR

complete failure to agree on the 
economic unity of Germany or an 
Austrian Independence treaty.

Western observers indicated th« 


breakup probably signals the be- 
ginning of a period of more intense 
rivalry between Russian and the 
Western powers, with the United 
States. Great Britain and France 
expected to move as soon aa pos- 
sible to unify Germany. 


Meet 17 Days. 


Tho meetings began Nov. 25. To- 


day's session was the 17th. It last- 
ed 45 minutes longer than tha 
usual three hours. 


In the closing period, Russian 
Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov 
came forwnrd with a. new proposal 
for solving the Austrian problem 
which, Western 
diplomats said, 


would give Russia two-thirds of 
the Austrian all production. The 
whole subject of the Austrian trea- 
tv was referred to the ministers' 
deputies." 


The adjournment was indefinite. 


No time was aet for a future meet- 
Ing.
